Wo give below the report of the Com- 


mittos appointed ly H. E. Ste Wm,- 


Robinson to enquireloto trading and com- 
mercial conditions in Hougkong j— 

1—Tho Committe, appointed by His 
Excelloncy the Governor, in response to 
an inquiry from thoBecretary of Stata aek- 
ing whether there bad been avy and what 
displacement of British goods in thig 
market, held their first aitting on the 29th 
Fobrusry, and. haw since mot thirteen 
times and taken tha evidence of Fourteen 
witpeseea,. which avidenco has bien supple- 
mented by informetion gathered by tha 
Secretary.- A caroful consideration of the 
whole:haxs enabled tte Committes to arrive 
at the conclusions given hereunder, 


2.—At the outset the Committes wero 
confronted with the difficalty that, Hong- 
kong baling froe port, preciso returns of 
trade cannot be malo up in this Colony 
owing to the absorco of any statistics of 
imports and exports (with the single excep- 
tion of opium). The Committse have 
therofore limited their investigations to 
ascertaining where thoro has boen displace- 
ment’ of British goods in this market by 
foroiga manufacture, to what extent this 
displacoment has been effected, and to 


what causca it has boon due. 


$.—It is apparoatfrom the evidenco that 
tha displacement of British gavds has been 
going on stead{ly for some yonrs, bit it has 
aot beén on a strikingly large scale nor 
have many great staples been sery seriously 
aff.cted, Thero arcins'ancsa, however, in 
which the British manufacture has been 
entirely ousted by furcign goods, ‘as in the 
cases of Llama Briids and Anil ne Dyes, 
while oters, auch es Spanish Stripes and 
Broad Cloths, havabeon in treat measuro 
replaced by similar goods imported from 
Germany. z 

4,—In other cass,-again, thers have 
boon attompta to cut into British trado in 
smallor wares, sometimes by foreign imita- 
tions, with, however, often only a qualitied 
or temporary succes. These articles were 
represented by Husiery, Lamps, Paper, 
Umbrallas, Rubbor Shoes, Soaps, Biccuits, 


Beer, Locks, Files, Needles, Cuotlory, atc, 


in which Germany and Japan are tho prin- 
clpal competitors with’ England. 

5.—Thero has been a serious falling off 
in the importa of Metsls from Great 
Britain, notably in that of Yollow Motal, 
which formerly wat exclusively’ imported 
from thence. Ic is estimated that only 
about half tho import vf this Motsl now 
comes from British makers, the inferior 
German metal boing grestly aided by the 
lower rate of freight payable from German 
ports, The same remarks apply to the 
trade in Bar Iron, Nail Rod, and Sorap 
Iron, most of which is naw imported from 
Belgium, the produc'ious of which country 
are helped by chesper-cost of produc'ion 
and lower freight! from Antwerp, Pig 
Lead, which f--rmoly wos imported from 
England and Geranny, now comes almost 


exclusively from Australia on account of 7 


lower onst of produotion. 

Ths Committee aro conrcious it may be 
objected to tho forgoing paragraph, that a 
portion of the evidmes does not baar ont 
the sistemont that dead weight cargo ship- 
ped diréct from Great Britain arrives here 
at a disadvantago in freight compared with 
that shipped from Qutiauntal ports, The 
Oommittes.wers coustraincd, nevertholess, 
to accspt the balanes of evidence, which 
unmis:akoably polit to the condlusion ar- 
rived at; and, to mbro clearly elucidate 
the point, some tabulated examples of 
actanl shipments biyo bosn obiained, 

8,-—-The trade inArms and Ammnnition 
and Gunpowder is monopolised by Cou 
tinental manufaoiuers, owing to the much 
cheaper prices at which they can Jay them

F.—Oortain bracches of trate, such as
